Holvlthltanding this decisive defeat of the Democratic 
party. Ihit party defied tbe people t^ execute their will. 
The Democratic oaacua decided the contested election in 
advance. It anseated enough of the daly cboeen Repre- 
sentative! of the people to give tbs Democratic caucus it 
majority in the Legislatuit. Thongh by the Legislature 
it was declared that no election had been held in Louis- 
ville, the so-called Democratic Representatives from the 
city of lx)uisville were seated in the Legislature because 
their votee were esseatiAl to ths enccMa Ol tlkU soaapirscy 
against the people. 

These are the facts that should be carrM shMays in 
miud by every lover of free institutions. The crime 
iiRainst civil liberty thus committed in the name of the 
party can never be condoned hy a Democrat who loves his 
state or who has a pride in the history of hie party. 

If will not do to Kay that the action of the Democratic 
party was vindicated by the Courts; it has never been vin- 
diei^ed by the Courts. Not one Court, from first to last, 
has justified the pretended action of the liCKislatare. The 
Courts have simply declared that tbe Constitution of Ken- 
tncky gave to the Legislature of Kentacky exelnsive juris- 
di< tion over the contested election for Governor and Lieu- 
tenant-tiovernor. They have, therefore, declined to go 
behind legialative records. 

There !■? only one Court that can go behind those re 
cords; that is the sovereign Court of the people. There 
it not anywhere any man familiar with the political his- 
tory of Kentucky durinK and IJHXt who believes that 
Mr. Goebel was elected Governor of this state. The ticket 
named by fraud at the Music Hall Convention was sup- 
ported by fraixl at the electi ni, but was beaten by an up- 
rising ol the people of the state. The truth was declared 
by Jndge Pryor and Captain EHia. The Legislature un- 
dertook to disfranchise the city of Louisville. It boldly 
declared that no election had been held in the city. It 
usurped power not conferr^ by the Conatitution. It set 
aside enouL'h Republican oounties to pive Mr. Goebel the 
office to which the people had elected Goveruor Taylor. 
All of tbia was done in contempt of the law and in con- 
tempt of the people. Mr. Justice Harlan, himself n citi- 
sen ol Kentucky and recognized by all men as an hon- 
ored and npriffht Jndge, diiaeBted from the opinion ren- 
dered by the Supreme Court of the rnite<l v^ditoH, to the 
eBect that for the great wrong perpetrated against this 
state there wai no remedy, and in hit diiaent declares; 

"The evidence renders it clear that the declaration that 
Mr. Goebel had re<'eived the highest luiniber of legal votes 
cast was in total disreyani of tlie fiu t.s. The declaration 
is as extravagatit a.-i one adjudging that white was black 
and black was white, but such a declaration made by the 
body to which the Board of Contest reported should not 
surprise anyone when it is remembered that it came from 
thoae who did not have before them any of the proof taken 
in the eaae, and were willing to act without proof. Those 
who composed that body seem to have shut their eyes 
against the proof, for fear it would compel them to respect 
the popular will, as expressed at the polls. Itidignant h^. 
naturally they were and should have been at the assassi- 
nation of their leader, they proceeded in defiance of all 
the forms ol law and in contempt of the principles upon 
which free government rest, to avenge that terrible crime 
by committing another crime, namely, the destruction 
by arbitrary methods of the right of the people tu choose 
their chief maxistrate. The former crime, if the offender 
be discovered, can be punished as directed by law. The 
latter should not be rewarded by a declaration of the in- 
ability of the judiciary to protect public and private rights, 
and thereby the rights of voters, against the willful, ar- 
bitrary action of a legislative tribunal wliicli we muni as- 
sume from the record deliberately acted upon a contested 
election case, involving the rights of the people and of 
their chosen representative in the office of Governor, 
without looking into the evidence upon which alone any 
lawful determination of tbe case ooald be made. 

"The assassination of an individaal demanda the 
severest punishment which it is competent for human 
laws in a free land to prescribe. But the overturning of 
the public will, as expressed at the ballot-box, without 
evidence or against evidence, in order to accomplish 
partisan ends is a crime against free government, and 
deserves the execration of all lovers of liberty." 

The duty of condemning such usurpation of power, 
such a repudiation of Democratic institutions, still rests 
upon the people of Kentucky. Tbe usurpation ol that 
power has not been justified in the use of that power. 
The ccmditiun of affairs in Kentucky is worse than when 
that conspiracy to overthiow free institutions was formed, 
and it will grow worse until tlie people make plain that 
they are not so indifferent to their rights as quietly to 
submit to so gross an outrage. 

We believe that the great majoritv of the people of 
Kentucky today are longing for the restoration of the 
law to its old*time aupremacy. They are beginning to 
realize how one act of lawlessness leads to another. 
They begin to see that the law may not be violated on 
election day at the election booth, and enforced else- 
where and at other times.
